THE GROWTH OF THE EMPIRE 


iA iblue book recently issued by the 
British Government shows the growth 
of the Empire in population and trade, 
the returns being made up to the end 
o 1908. ‘Exclusive of India and the 
Crown Colonies, the growth of popu- 
lation in twenty-seven years is 
shown in the appended table: 
United Kingdom 34,884,848 45,008,421 
Canada .. .... 3,745,574 9,945,000 
Australia ,. .. 2,250,198 4,275,300 
New Zealand .. —_ 480,933 972,982 

In 1881 the Empire’s total popula- 
tion was 303,694,000, and by 1901 it 
had increased to 385,357,000. The area 
of the Empire has increased 11,334,000 
square miles. The population of the 
British Isles is given at 342.4 per 
square mile; for British India, 213.3; 
for New Zealand, 7.8; for Canada, 1.4; 
and for Australia 1.3. Of the total 
population of the Empire about threc- 
quarters is credited to India, the pop- 
ulation of which, including the native 
states, is nearly 300,000,000 


: RESTRICTIONS ON COMMER- 


CIAL TRAVELLERS 

British Columbia, by imposing a tax 
on commercial travelers doing busi- 
ness within the province, has adopted 
a practice which seems to be general 
all over the world. A British parlia- 
mentary blue book just issued sum- 
marizes the regulations in force re- 


specting commercial travellers in 
British states and possessions and in 
foreign countries. As a rule, licenses 
are required, the charge running from 
a mark (25 cents) in Germany to $735 
in Salta, a province of the Argentine 
Republic. Almost invariably, too, du- 
ties are levied on travellers’ samples, 
if they have commercial value, and if 
he returns home without any of those 
with which ‘he entered the country, 
the duty on these samples is not re- 
funded. Various restrictions are laid 
on commerical travellers by certain 
countries. In Austria-Hungary they 
are forbidden to solicit orders from 
private individuals and business has 
to be confined to firms or individuals 
dealing in the class cf gecds carried. 
This does not apply to machinery, 
building material, motor-cars, type- 
writers, sewing machines, bicycles and 
a few other articles. France treats 
commerical travellers as French trav- 
ellers are treated, and ‘thus British 
travellers in that country are free 
from all special regulation. Britain of 
course has no restrictions and is thus 
in line wih Indo-China, North Borneo ; 
and Abyssinia, which are among the 
few countries that do not think it nec- 
essary to license commercial travellers 
from other lands,

i rom the Winnipeg Free Press. 
' Bont of the matters in dispute at the 
late Consenvation ‘Convention at St. 
Paul was in what hands should the 
control of water, powers be vested— 
ihe Federal government or the «a+ 
riows state governments, The opinion 
oi the meeting was overwhelmingly in 
favor of the Federal government cxer- 
cising the paramount authority. ‘A 
resolution adopted bearing upon this 
point was in these terms: 

“Reckoning the vast economic ben- 
efit to the people of water power de- 
rived largely from interstate and 
source streams no Jess than from nav- 
igable rivers, we, favor Federal con- 

rol of water power development; we 
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deny the right of state or Federal 
governments ¢o continue alienating or 
conveying water by granting fran- 
'chises for the use thereof in perpet- 
uity, and we demand that the use of 
water rights ‘be permitted only for 
limited periods with just compensa- 
tion in the interests of the people. 

“We demand the maintenance of a 
Vederal commission empowered to 
deal with all uses of water, and to co- 
ordinate these uses for the public wel- 
fare in co-operation ‘with similar com- 
missions or other agencies maintained 
by the states.” 

The principle that water powers 
must not be permanently alienated: is 
becoming widely theld on this conti- 
nent, and marks the growth of the 
idea that the good things of nature 
are for all the people and not avholly 
for the man who gets in first,
